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SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
AND AUSTRALIA 1964-65 
SCOPE This bulletin contains details for South Australia of the commercial 


production and distribution of wine and spirits and stocks of wine and 

spirits held by manufacturers and wholesalers, and for Australia of the 
production of selected wine and spirits. For the first time details of the area of 
vines and yields of vine products have been included in the bulletin in Tables 11 to 13. 


PRODUCTION: The total quantity of wine made in South Australia in 1964-65 was 
SOUTH 28,021,700 gallons, approximately 920,000 gallons more than in 1963-64 
AUSTRALIA (27,101,600 gallons) but less than the 1961-62 record production of 


30,830,800 gallons. In general, production of spirits also increased 

e.g. 2,151,300 proof gallons of grape spirit (compared with 2,129,700 
proof gallons in 1963-64) & 1,183,300 proof gallons of brandy (1,052,900 in 1963-64) 
but production of whisky decreased to 91,600 proof gallons, the lowest for six years. 

Wineries and distilleries processed 158,340 tons of fresh grapes in 
1964-65 oe with 148,828 tons in 1963-64. (A record 179,009 tons was processed 
in 1961-62). 


PRODUCTION: The quantity of beverage wine made in Australia in 1964-65 was a record 
AUSTRALIA 19,874,000 gallons, approximately 1,146,000 gallons more than the 


previous record of 18,727,700 gallons produced in 1963-64. In 1964-65 

production of grape spirit (3,092,400 proof gallons) and brandy 
(1,400,100 proof gallons) showed an increase of approximately 2 per cent and 15 per 
cent respectively over 1963-64 production. 


WHOLESALE Wholesale sales of wine in South Australia increased from 2,550,400 
SALES: gallons in 1963-64 to 2,610,400 gallons in 1964-65. Sales of dessert 
SOUTH wine increased by 13,500 gallons to 773,900 gallons; an increase of 
AUSTRALIA 22,600 gallons in sweet red varieties being offset by a decrease of 


9,100 gallons in sweet white wine. Table wine sales increased by 

40,000 gallons in 1964-65 to 1,024,000 gallons despite a small decrease 
in the dry red varieties. 

Increases in the sales of spirits were recorded in all classes of 
spirit, the major sellers, brandy and whisky, increasing by 14,900 proof gallons and 
19,600 proof gallons respectively. 

The figures quoted cannot be taken as an indication of actual 
consumption of wine and spirits in South Australia as they include sales to interstate 
retailers and consumers and exclude direct purchases from other States by South 
Australian retailers and consumers. 


EXPORTS: Exports of wine from South Australia continued to increase in 1964-65, 
SOUTH rising to 9,095,400 gallons compared with 8,212,200 gallons in 1963-64. 
AUSTRALIA Interstate exports increased by 437,800 gallons to 7,213,100 gallons 


and direct oversea exports by 445,400 gallons to 1,882,300 gallons. 
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STOCKS: Wine stocks held by winemakers and wholesalers rose to a record 

SOUTH level of 31,088,800 gallons at 30th June 1965. This was 1,247,900 

AUSTRALIA gallons more than at 30th June 1964 and 859,600 gallons higher than 
the previous record holding of 30,229,200 gallons at 30th June 1962. 
Stocks of sherry increased by 1,565,000 gallons to 6,380,700 gallons 
and dessert wine decreased by 1,700,100 gallons to 13,940,100 gallons 


Most of this variation was due to a more uniform classification which 
resulted from stockholders who had previously included sweet sherry in dessert wine 
now showing this type of wine under the heading of sherry.

It includes sales (both local and inter 
state) from stocks held in South Australian wineries, depots, bulk stores, etc., but ex 
cludes oversea exports, purchases for ships' stores, and sales to merchants and wine- 
makers for re-sale. The figures should not be regarded as showing actual consumption i 
South Australia, because they include sales to retailers and consumers in other States 
and exclude purchases from other States by South Australian retailers and consumers.
